VOTING LIGHT

About 30,700 Votes,

Voting was light today in the 
special election on a proposed 
$29,535,000 bond . issued for 
school construction and fire 
safety. 

A check of representative pre- 
cincts indicated that by 3:30 
p.m., about 30,700 votes had been 
cast. 
of the registration. 


At the same hour in the spe- 


cial election March 22, about 


16 per cent of those registered | 


had voted. 

Polls in the city’s 600 voting 
precincts opened at 6 a.m. and 
were to remain open until 7 p.m. 

A two-thirds majority of those 
voting is required for approval. 

Harry Leitz, chief clerk for the 


Board of Election Commission- | 


ers, predicted that between 50,- 

000 and 60,000 persons would cast 
ballots. Total registration is 
322.050.

two bond issue propositions at | 
the special school tax election 
March 22. 


Defeated Previously. 


In that election, voters cast 
ballots on a proposed bond issue 
of $5,238,000 for fire safety and 
another of $24,297,000 for the 
construction, expansion and mod- 
ernization of schools, Both failed 
by narrow margins, 


The propositions were com- 
bined for today’s election, but 
otherwise were unchanged. 

If the bond issue proposal is 
approved, there would be no tax 
increase to retire bonds this 
year. The amount that would be 
imposed in subsequent years 
would depend on the amount of 
bonds outstanding. 

The Governmental Research 
Institute, a private, fact-finding 
agency which reviewed the pro- | 
posals, estimated that the tax 
needed to retire the bonds would 
not exceed 9 cents on each $100 
of assessed property valuation in 
any year. 

The present tax to retire bonds 
still outstanding from other bond 
issues is 10 cents. The bonded 
indebtedness tax is imposed by 
the Board of Education without 
voter approval being needed. 


Widely Increased. 
The bond issue has “ep 
dorsed by political, reffgious, 
business, civic and labor leaders 
and by many neighborhood and 
parent organizations.

APPEALS COURT 
UPSETS FINDING 
ON MCAFFERY 


-Ex-Member of School 
Board Held to Be 
Guilty of Gross Mis- 


conduct. 


| guilty of gross misconduct when,

employes to work at a residence 
owned by his son, the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals ruled today, 


The appéals court reversed 
the finding of Circuit Judge 
| David J. Murphy, who held after 
a trial that Dr. McCaffery was 
not guilty of gross misconduct. 
The appeals court remanded the 
case to the lower court for re- 
trial to determine the amount 
of loss suffered by the school 
board. 

The 34-page opinion was writ- 
ten by Commissioner Robert G. 
Brady and concurred in by the 
three members of the court, 
Lyon Anderson, Edward M. Rud- 
dy and Sam C. Blair, special 
judge. 

Opinion on Funds. 
In remanding the case to the 


‘lower court to determine the 


amount of loss sustained by the 
school board, the appeals court 
declared: 


“We are a aware of the 
\expense and _ time - consuming 
| nature of such a retrial as com- 
pared to the small amount in- 
volved, but the amount of loss 
is relatively unimportant. 


“So long as there is any loss 
to the public the loss must be 
restored. The principle involved 
far outweighs the cost factor. 
Even as there are no’ degrees 
of dishonesty, neither are there 
any degrees as to the purpose of 
public funds. 

“All those funds belong to the 
public, and none, no matter how 
small the amount, is to be divert- 
ed from the purpose for .which 
| the people tax themselves to 
provide them.” 

Plaintiffs and Charges. 


Plaintiffs in the case were 
Daniel L. Schlafly, a member of 
the Board of Education, and 
Louis H. Antoine, a former mem- 
ber.

WEST EUROPE 
ANGRY AT RED 
CHIEF, EXPECTS 

NEW TENSIONS 


U.S. Spy Flights Had 
Been Widely De- 
plored, but Khrush- 
chev Now Is De- 


nounced Instead, 


LONDON, May 17 (AP)— 


| Western Europe today turned 


angrily on Nikita Khrushchev 
and braced itself for more bitter 
cold war campaigning. 

The..Soviet Premier was de- 
nounced in every non-Commu- 
nist capital as solely responsible 
for bringing the summit confer- 
ence to the brink of disaster. 

Why did Khrushchev go to 
Paris at all if he meant only to 
wreck the talks? The question 
was being asked all over Europe, 
and some western observers had 
a ready answer. 

Khrushchev. wanted to insult 
President Eisenhower with the 
world as an audience, they said, 
without regard to the effect on 
East-West negotiations. 

Spy Flights Widely Deplored. 

Many Europeans had conced- 
ed that with the downing of an 
American spy plane over Russia, 
Khrushchev scored a  propa- 


ganda victory which strongly | 


bolstered his bargaining position 
at the summit. Im many nations 
‘intelligence’ fligits were pub- 
licly deplored, and fears were 
expressed that the North At- 
lantic Alliance was being in- 
volved in. dangers it had never 
bargained for. 


“But Mr. Khrushchev has mis- 
calculated badly if he thinks 
that his shock tactics are likely 
to increase these doubts and 
fears,” the London Times as- 
serted. ‘His action is much 
more likely to have exactly the 
opposite effect. 


“Instead of playing patiently 
for agreement, he asked the 


| Americans to grovel,” the Times 


declared. ‘This is much more 
than overplaying a good hand.”’ 

There was praise for the dig- 
nity with which President Eisen- 
hower suffered Khrushchev’s 
tongue lashing. 

In calling off the spy flights, 
Mr. Eisenhower made ‘a ges- 
ture the generosity of which 
should not be underrated,”’ said 
the London Daily Express. 


“But Khrushchev demanded | 


that. President Eisenhower 
should apologize like a school- 
boy caught red-handed,”’ said 
Sweden’s Stockholms-Tidningen. 

“Eisenhower did what he 
deemed fitting to his dignity to 
save the situation. But this was 
not enough for the Russians. 
They demanded a complete sin- 
ner’s confession, a total, uncon- 
ditional surrender. 

“Eisenhower consequently had 
to say no.” 

Fears of New Toasien. 


Everywhere there were fears 
a summit breakdown would lead 
to another bout of cold war bit- 
terness and tension. 

“This might be the beginning 
of the most serious political 
crisis in years,” said Stock- 
holms-Tidningen. Soy 
“In neutral Austria, the inde- 
pendent Die Presse said the So- 
viets ‘‘seem no longer interested 
in relaxation of international 
tension.’’ 

Former Fregch Premier Paul 
Reynaud foresaw ‘‘a reversal of 
the policy of peaceful coexistence 
and even the friendship that 
Khrushchev developed during his 
stay in the United States and 
France. °

WASHINGTON, May 17 (UPT) 
—Many Democrats and some Re- 
publicans were convinced today 
that the U-2 incident and the 
failure of the summit conference 
would rob the Republican party 
of its peace issue for the 1960 
campaign. 

Most Democrats and all Re- 
publicans, concerned over the 
blow United States prestige has 
received, maintained a united 
front and refrained from public 
criticism. 

But their off-the-record com- 
ments showed the matter was 
developing into a major political 
issue. Behind the scenes, poli- 
ticians were making their own 
hard-eyed calculations of the ef- 
fect on the Democrats and on 
Vice President Richard M. Nix- 
on, the probable Republican 
presidential nominee. 

One Republican said, ‘The 
Democrats are trying to put on 
a ‘united front’ now. But they’re 
going to hit us later, charging 
that it all adds up to a great 
deal of bungling. Khrushchev 
has mousetrapped us. Our po 
sition has been weakened.” 

A Democrat said, ‘This has 
blown the Republican peace is- 
sue clear out of the water — or 
wherever you blow issues. And 
Eisenhower’s image otf infalli- 
bility has been damaged. The 
whole matter has been incredi- 
bly mismanaged and with state- 
ments; admissions and then ad- 
missions that the admissions 
were false. I think this is going 
to be the real whipping boy of 
the campaign.” 

Similar views were expressed 
by a midwestern Republican, 
who said, ‘“‘The Democrats have 
been looking around for issues 
and I think they’ve got one now. 
I think we’re in a helluva shape.”

PARIS, May 17 — As the west- 
ern heads of government met to- 
day in the Elysee palace there 
was only the ,slénderest hope 
that Premier-Khrushchev would 
be persuaded to remain in Paris 
and participate in the summit 
conference. 


This hope was kept alive by 
Prime Minister Macmillan. Re- 
turning to the British embassy 
shortly before midnight after a 
session of an hour and a half 
| with Khrushchev, he gave out 
word that the Soviet premier 
had agreed to stay in Paris for 
the time being at ieast. 

From sources close to Macmil- 
lan it was also learned that the 
British head of government be- 
lieves he had extracted from 
Khrushchev a promise to main- 
tain close contact with him with 
the prospect that despite yester- 
day’s explosion a way could be 
found for all four powers to sit 
down together. Macmillan ap- 
parently feels that he has suc- 
cessfully forged a link between 
Mr. Eisenhower and Khrushchev 
and that in some way not now 
evident the break tan be 
mended. 


‘ Skepticism Elsewhere. 


But from both the American 
and the Soviet side there was 
skepticism. The Americans take 
the view that Khrushchev has 
laid down an ultimatum and 
that it would be beneath the dig- 
nity of the President to seem to 
comply, particularly since the 
order has been given that the 
espionage flights are not to be 
resumed. 

From a source within the So- 
viet delegation the Post-Dispatch 
learned that it is considered ex- 
tremely unlikely that Khrush- 
chev will again sit down -with 
Mr. Eisenhower. 

The President, on whom 
Khrushchev had put such high 
stakes in his campaign to con- 
vince the West and his critics in 
the Communist bloc that his own 
brand of peaceful co-existence 
was possible, has now been writ- 
ten off. The Soviet’ view is that 
Mr. Eisenhower has got himself 
sc hopelessly entangled in the 
espionage plane issue that it is 
useless at this point to try to 
find a way out. There is nothing

Eisenhower disclosed yesterday 
the flights had been stopped. 


First Khrushchev repeated his 
demands to newsmen before set- 
ting out for a drive in the coun- 
try. Then? .after skipping the 
four-power session, he issued a 
formal statement at the embassy 
repeating that he was ready to 
|return to the summit if the Unit- 
ed States publicly condemned 
its ‘‘aggression,”” punished all 
those responsible and assured 
Russia the flights will not be re- 
peated. 


Khrushchev’s statement said: 


“T am ready to participate in 
a meeting with President De 
| Gaulle of France, Prime Min- 
| ister Macmillan of Great Britain 
and U.S. President Eisenhower 
to exchange views on whether 
‘conditions have materialized to 
start the summit conference. 


“If the United States have 
really come to the decision to 
condemn the treacherous incur- 
_sions of Ameri¢an military air- 

_craft into the air space of the 
Soviet Union, publicly express 
regrets over these incursions, 
punish those who are guilty and 
give assurance that such incur- 
_ sions will not be repeated in the 
future, we would be ready 
| on the receipt of such assurance 
to participate in the summit con- 
| ference.” 

It was clear the United States 
_could go no further than to end 
the flights. To go further would 
be public humiliaton before the 
eyes of the world and an ad- 
mission that the Russians were 
the ‘‘peace’’ leaders and the West 
the ‘‘aggressors.”’ 

Mr. Eisenhower himself took 
note of the remarks yesterday. 
He said Khrushchev had flown 
all the way from Moscow to 
sabotage the summit talk. He 
did not reply to Khrushchev’s 
withdrawal of his invitation to 
visit Russia.

Jefferson County Unit

Mansfield Calls 


for Spy Plane 


"Inquiry, Johnson Urges Unity 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
Senator Mike Mansfield (Dem.), 
Montana, called in the Senate 
today for a full investigation of 
what he called the “blunders” of 
the spy plane incident. 


Mansfield, the assistant Dem- 
ocratic leader, spoke out after 
majority leader Lyndon B. John- 
son of Texas had urged unity 
among Americans in the face of 
new international crises he said 
may follow collapse of the sum- 
mit conference. 


Telling the Senate it seems evi- 
dent that the determination of 
the American people is going to 
be tested as never before, John- 
son said: 


“If there have been mistakes, 
responsibility will be assessed 
coolly and objectively. 
| “But one rhistaké we cannot 
afford to make right now is to 
weaken the free world by di- 
vision within our own ranks.” 


Mansfield said it is up to 
Congress “‘at the proper time” 
to “trace the chain of command 
or lack of it which set in motion 
the U-2 flight, this flight which 
has undercut the deep-rooted de- 
sire of the people and policies 
of the United States for peace.” 

Must Face Blunders. 


“The blunders involved in that 
incident—and . . . let us call a 
spade a spade—the blunders in 
that incident and its handling are 
for this nation to face,” Mans- 
field said, and went on: 

“‘We shall find out why, on one 
day, the Congress and the people 
of the United States are told by 
the Secretary of State that, in 
effect, it is the policy of the 
United States to sanction the 
continuance of reconnaissance 
flights across the borders of an- 
other nation and why the Vice 
President, on a TV appearance 
Jast Sunday, confirmed this 
policy. 

“We shall find out why this 
happens at one time, and then, 
subsequently, in Paris, the Presi- 
dent tells Mr. (Soviet Premier) 
Khrushchev and the world that 
such flights had already been 
halted last Thursday by his 
Order and are not to be re- 
sumed.” 


While the somber talk in the 
Senate went on, Senator Everett 
M. Dirksen of Illinois, the’ minor- 
ity leader, showed more opti- 


over Riissia had been suspended, 
Price said: “‘Last week he said 
the oppisite.

the United Nations, the Russian 
embassy and ‘many more places 
in this country.”

Russian Insincerity. 


Senator Winston L. Prouty 
(Rep.), Vermont, said Khrush- 
chev’s action lays bare ‘‘the in- 
sincerity of the Russians’ inten- 
tions regarding an enforceable 
nuclear test ban ‘and the open 
skies inspection system proposed 
by President Eisenhower.” 
Senator Clifford P. Case

“The situation is not hopeless, 
in this light, and we’ve come out 
on the asset aside of the ledger.” 

Senator Jacob K. Javits (Rep.) 
New York, proposed that Mr. 
Eisenhower remain in Paris and 
have a summit conference with 
Western leaders “for the pur- 
pose of uniting the free world.” 

Senator Alexander Wiley 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, said he thinks 
Khrushchev may ask for a new 
summit conference ‘after con- 
ditions at home (in Russia) have 
been smoothed over.” 

Senator Keaneth B. Keating 
(Rep.), New York, called 
Khrushchev’s demands for an 
American apology for the spy 
plane flight and pnnishment of 
those responsible for it ‘“‘phony 
as an aluminum half dollar.” 

No Gain for Russia. 

Two Republican Senators 
agreed that Khrushchev is mis- 
taken if he thinks he would gain 
anything by waiting until after 
the November elections to have 
a President other than Mr. Eisen- 
hower visit Russia. 

Senator Hugh Scott (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, said that whether 
the next President is a Democrat 
or a Republican “he will stand 
firm on American principles.” 
And Senator Keating added that 
whoever might go would go 
*“‘with the backing of the Ameri- 
can people.” 

Senator John F. Kennedy, Mas- 
sachussetts, candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion,: said in Portland, Ore., that 
the Russian attitude ‘“demon- 
strates that military equality is 
essential for successful negotia- 
tion’”’ and Premier Khrushchev’s 
attitude ‘‘suggests that he does 
not believe this equality exists.”

DIPLOMATS SAY

AERIAL SURVEY 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y.., 
May 17 (UPI)—Diplomats said 
today the United Nations has 
legal mechanism for. putting 
President Ejisenhower’s aerial 
surveillance plan into operation 
on short notice, 

They agreed that the latest 
East-West cold war crisis would 


be put before the Security Coun- 
cil soon. 


Soviet Premier Khrushchev an- 
nounced previously that he in- 
tended to take the U-2 plane inci- 
dent to the Council. Yesterday, 
he flatly accused the United 
States of violating the U.N. char- 
ter—a case for the 11-nation 
Council. ai 

Mr. Eisenhower announced 
that if Khrushchev refused to 
come to grips in Paris with the 
plane incident, he planned to 
submit to the United Nations a 
proposal to create a U.N. aerial 
surveillance system to operate 
over the territories of all coun- 
tries prepared to accept such 
inspection. 

In 1958, Russia rejected a 
United States plan for mutual 
aerial inspection in the Arctic, 
offered as a substitute for Mr. 
Eisenhower’s Soviet - spurned 
open skies plan for 1955, 

The open skies inspection sys- 
tem was to have been carried 
out initially by planes of the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. Although full details were 
lacking here, Mr. Eisenhower's 
present proposal talled for U.N. 
operation of the surveillance sys- 
tem, much as the world organi- 
zation maintains the U.N. Emer- 
gency Force to patrol the Israel- 
United Arab Republic border. 
‘There was little to indicate 
Russian willingness to accept 
the new plan. 

There is no provision in the 
U.N. budget for such an am- 
bitious operation, but the U.N. 
charter covered its creation in 
Article 45, which says: 


“In order to enable the United’ 


bined international enforcement 
action. The strength and degree 
of readiness of these contingents 
and plans for their combined 
action shall be determined . . . 
by the Security Council with 
the assistance of the military 
staff committee.” 


It was initially believed here 
that the new Eisenhower pro- |: 


posal would call for the manning 
of U.N. planes, provided by 
member countries, with man- 
power from smaller countries, 
who would report their findings 
to a central agency. 

The first step, it appeared 
clear, was for either Russia or 
the United States to bring the 
U-2 incident and its aftermath 
to the Security Council. If a 
veto ensues there, the issue then 
could be taken to the Genera 
Assembly. ° 

The Assembly, however, has 
powers only of recommendation 
and the success of any action 
taken there would depend en- 
tirely on the voluntary co-oper- 
ation of the U.N. members.

Brucker today called on the 
United States not to retreat from 
responsibility. 

“The question of the hour is 
simply stated,” he said. “‘It is, 
having built a great civilization, 
founded upon the aspirations of 
free men, can America keep it?” 

Brucker made only passing 
mention of the Big Four crisis in 
Paris in an armed forces week 
speech, 

“The situation there only adds 
to the urgency of my remarks,” 
he said. “Our dimensions of de- 
fense are no longer the frontiers 
of our own country,” he said, 
“but stretch from pole to pole 
and entirely around the world.”

Malinovsky Shows Khrushchev 
Battlefields of World War |

PARIS, May 17 (AP)—Soviet 
Defense Minister Rodion Mali- 
novsky took Nikita Khrushchev 
for a ride t —to see the 
battlefields ony A Malinovsky 
fought in World War I. 

They motored to Sezanne, a 
town of 6000 about 75 miles east 
of Paris, in the great battlefield 
area of Chateau Thierry. 

A former non - commissioned 
officer in the Czarist army, Mali- 
novsky was a member of Rus- 
sia’s World War I expeditionary 
force to France. He saw action 
as a machine gunner against the 
Germans. 

Now a marshal in the Soviet 
army, this was Malinovsky’s 
first visit to the battlefields since 
he returned to Russia after the 
Communist revolution. 

In World War II and the bitter 
fighting along Russia’s Don 
River, Malinovsky at his head- 
quarters one day recalled for 
this reporter and a group of 
Western correspondents his fight- 
ing days in France. ; 

He said he served alongside 
French, British and American 
troops and learned three expres- 
sions in French and English— 
“**Good morning,’ ‘I love you’ 
and ‘Good night.’ ” 

A newsman asked which of 
the foreign troops he liked best 
then. 

“The American soldiers,” - he

—The two largest broadcasting 
networks told congressmen to- 
day they are willing to provide 
one hour of free television time 
weekly for presidential candi- 
dates in the coming election 
campaign. . 

Top executives of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System and the. 
National Broadcasting Co. out- 
lined their offers in assailing 
a bill to require that major party 


| presidential candidates be given 
‘two hours a week free on all 
| TV networks and stations. 


The legislation, outgrowth of 
a proposal by Adlai E. Steven- 
son, also ran into stiff opposition 
from Vice President Nixon, 
former President Herbert Hoover 
and Thomas E. Dewey, ‘wice 
candidate for presi- 
dent. 


Nixon said in a statement he 


‘sent to a Senate Commerce sub- 


committee that the bill would 
place an unjust burden on the 
TV industry by expropriating 
without compensation its prin- 
cipal stock in trade, the sale of 
time on the air. 
No Legislation Required. 

Dr. Frank Stanton, president 
of CBS, testified that ‘‘no legisla- 
tion is required to compel broad- 
casters to grant free time for 
political debates’’ if Congress 


| oonly will amend the present 


law so that equal time would 
not have to be given by obscure, 
minor party candidates. 

If Congress will do this, he 
said, the CBS network is pre- 
pared to provide a minimum of 
one hour of prime evening time 
each week in the 1960 campaign 
for debates and discussions by 


| presidential candidates. 


David S. Adams, senior execu- 
tixe vice president of NBC, said | 
it plans to present the major 
presidential candidates face to 
face on a regular basis over net- 
work television beginning eight 
weeks before election day. 

He said NBC will invite the 
candidates to appear together on 
its ‘‘Meet the Press’ program, 
which will be expanded io a full 
hour and rescheduled in prime 
time Saturday evenings. 

Six of these broadcasts will be 
devoted to appearances by the 
Democratic and Republi¢an pres: 
idential nominees, Adams said. 
One program will be devoted to 
the major vice presidential can- 
didates and another to various 
minor presidential candidates.

Stanton denounced the bill as 
“a clear, bald and dangerous 
violation of principles’ which 
govern television as a major 
communications medium.

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Summit or No, the Issues Remain 


President Eisenhower will be accused of 
appeasement for promising, under pressure 
from Premier Khrushchev, to suspend future 
intelligence flights over Russia. We think he 
did the right thing, both in this and in offer- 
ing to hold bilateral discussions with Khrush- 
chev on the matter, It was essential to go as 
far as possible in an effort to keep the summit 
talks from breaking down. 

The President could not, of course, accede 
to Khrushchev’s arrogant demands for abject 
public apologies, proclamations of punishment 
for the guilty parties, and so on. But he was 
justified in doing what he could to remove 
the plane issue as a roadblock to the Paris 
negotiations. As the Post-Dispatch military 
analyst points out, the intelligence flights 
undoubtedly have had to be discontinued, be- 
cause the bases for them are no longer avail- 
able. The President would have been quixotic 
to insist on a paper “right” to conduct aerial 
surveillance which we are not in fact going 
to conduct. 

Nevertheless, the renunciation adds one 
incredible element to an incredible 
chain of blunders in the conduct of foreign 
policy. If U-2 flights have been rendered im- 
possible henceforth, that is because our Gov- 
ernment, both in Secretary Herter’s May 9 
statement and the President’s press confer- 
ence statement on May 11, in effect publicly 
proclaimed an American policy of violating in- 
ternational law. The President is correct in 
saying these statements did not explicitly 
threaten to continue the U-2 flights. But 
The New York Times headline, “Herter Indi- 
cates Flights Will Go On,” like that in 
the Post-Dispatch, “U.S. Admits Extensive 
Flights, Hints They Will Go On,” accurately 
mirrored the common interpretation and‘one 
which the State Department did not dis- 
courage anybody from making at the time. 

The fact is our Government had adopted an 
untenable position: Now, under pressure from 
Khrushchev, the Président does what had to 
be done in an effort to save the conference. 
But it would have been wiser not to adopt 
the untenablé position in the first place. Had 
the President renounced future U-2 flights 
last week, instead of doing so under pressure 
this week, our Government’s position would 
be infinitely stronger. 

It does not follow, unfortunately, that a dif- 
ferent course on the United States’ part 
would have changed Khrushchev’s apparent 
determination to shelve the summit talks at 
this time. There is strong evidence to sug- 
gest that Khrushchev is acting under the 
stress of powerful political pressures at home, 
and that the U-2 incident may be the excuse 
rather than the actual cause for his sudden 


desire to postpone the summit conference. - 


Khrushchev is reliably reported to be under 
pressure from the Soviet armed forces, which 
are said to be full of discontent over recent 
manpower reductions and a fear of conces- 
sions on Berlin. The spy plane incident must 
have had an adverse effect; for even though 
the plane was shot down the fact that it pene- 
trated so far into the Soviet interior could 
be taken as a mark of weak defenses, Stalin- 
ists and Chinese Communists who had always 
favored a tough line in dealing with the West 
must argue that the incident proves you Can- 
not do business with America. So perhaps 
Khrushchev, for so long the main promoter 
of the summit conference and of relaxing 
world tensions, suddenly had to demonstrate 
himself as tough as any of his critics and the 
armed forces. He chose to do this by tor 

_pedoing the summit talks and postponing 
President Eisenhower's visit to Russia. 

Not too much is lost by postponing the 
President's visit. Certainly such a ceremonial 
tour can well wait until the time is more pro- 
pitious. But torpedoing of the summit talks 
does not eliminate the issues that were to be 
discussed there. Berlin and the supremely 
important question of a nuclear test bar 
treaty remain to be dealt with. It is vital that 
they be dealt with by peaceful negotiation. 

If negotiation is not to take place in Paris 
between heads of governments, it should take 
place nevertheless, Perhaps this is the time 
to remind ourselves that grandiose summit 
conferences are not the only or even the best 
way of settling difficult international con- 
flicts. The old-fashioned way of simple di- 
plomacy, carried on through embassies, can 
be more effective. 

We hope, therefore, that the breach at the 
summit will not be taken as absolving any of 
the parties of their responsibility for peaceful 
settlements. The chances of accidental war 
have been exposed so nakedly by events of 
the past 10 days that it is more important than 
ever to avoid situations in which the dread 
accident could occur. A new Berlin crisis, for 
example, with each side threatening the use 
of force, would create frightful risks. 

The only thing good about Khrushchev’s 
Paris performance was his repeated state- 
ment that in spite of everything the Soviets 
still want a relaxation of world tension, still 
want peaceful coexistence, still believe inter- 
national agreements are possible. The way to 
make good on these statements is to continue 
efforts to reach agreement, if not at the sum- 
mit then through other agencies like the 
U.N., other conferences like the Geneva nu- 
clear talks, or simply through the normal 
channels of diplomacy. 


Un to the Budget Bureau 


The Department of the Interior is backing 
its subsidiary agency, the National Park Serv- 
ice, in opposing any delay in the building of 
the federal arch on the St. Louis riverfront. 
In a confidential report to the Bureau of the 
Budget, Interior not only renewed its ap- 
proval of the arch, but also recommended that 
work on it be started in the fiscal year which 
begins next July 1. To assure its completion 
by 1964, the department also renewed a re- 
quest for a supplementary appropriation of 
$4,603,125. 

Thus after the backing and filling of the 

last few months, the project should be back 
on the. track—provided two steps are taken 
promptly. The first is recommendation of 
the extra money by the Budget Bureau, and 
the second is its appropriation by Congress. 
Of these, the recommendation is the more im- 
portant. Together with the Interior Depart- 
ment’s stand, this will constitute appreval by 
the Administration. That should end the con- 
gressional deadlock caused by the reluctance 
of politicians of one party to spend more 
than is recommended by those of the othér 
party. 
‘Representative Curtis, the one Republican 
in the St. Louis delegation, the city’s two 
Democratic Representatives and its two Demo- 
cratic Senators always have worked together 
in connection with the park. As soon as the 
Budget Bureau acts, they again will be able 
to assure their colleagues that the project is 
truly bipartisan. Delay would be a reflection 
on both just as its timely completion will 
bring credit to both.

The Steeplechase in Space i, 


Launching of a five-ton space ship, the | 


biggest satellite ever orbited, re-emphasizes 
Soviet Russia’s rocket capabilities at a time 
when the United States has been speeding up 
its own space effort. Although the United 
States has been leading in numbers of satel- 
lites, in gathering of scientific data and in 
demonstrating the feasibility of reconnais- 
sance and communications space vehicles, 
Moscow is far ahead in rocket thrust and 
accuracy. 

But the big question is: How far ahead is 
Moscow in the race to orbit a manned satel- 
lite? I. I. Shevlyakov, a Soviet scientist, said 
this latest flight is “one of the last steps be- 
fore mankind’s emergence into outer space.” 
But most American and Soviet scientists still 
are talking of the difficulties to be faced in 
getting a man in a satellite safely back to 
earth. The new vehicle, with a dummy (or 
could it possibly be a man?) in a cabin that 
is to separate from the satellite, may throw 
some light on this key phase. NASA’s Project 
Mercury is not expected to attempt the orbit- 
ing of an astronaut before late 1961 or 
early 1962. ? | 

There is room for much equipment in the 
space ship. If it carries television apparatus it 
should obtain even better pictures than does 
our Tiros, which is 450 miles above earth 
whereas the Russian vehicle is only 200 miles 
up. But regardless of what is inside the new 
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ship the message is clear: Soviet Russia 
means to be much farther along in the steeple- 
chase to the stars by the time we reach the 
milestones of Moscow’s lunar shots. 


One Point of View 

President Eisenhower says in a letter to 
Senator Dodd that he refused to rename Wil- 
liam R. Connole to the Federal Power Com- 
mission because Mr. Connole was “identified 
with one partjcular point of view.” By im- 
plying that an FPC member should have a 
broader outlook, the President tries to use 
the Connecticut Senator’s argument against 
him—that Connole was the consumers’ advo- 
cate on the FPC, 

The fact is, however, that the FPC has re- 
cently displayed only one other point of view. 
The majority has voted consistently against 
Mr. Connole to side with the natural gas in- 
dustry’s efforts to escape regulation. Mr. 
Eisenhower himself has encouraged this view. 
Is he really concerned with one-sided view- 
points, or only with what he considers the 
wrong viewpoint? 

More than 40,000,000 Americans are gas 
customers. They constitute a large segment 
of that public whose interest the FPC is sup- 
posed to protect. Given a choice of points 
of view, Mr. Connole’s was the right one, yet 
he has paid for holding to it.

No Place for Sales Taxes 


The Missouri Highway Department was guil- 
ty of misjudgment in collecting state sales 
taxes which it did not pay into the- general 
revenue fund, as required by law. From 1938 
until the department revised its policy last 
year, about $50,000 a year in sales tax revenue 
was retained for highway purposes. 


Under this policy, if a highway contractor 
could not prove he had paid the sales tax on 
materials, the highway department deducted 
2 per cent of the cost of those materials in 
its payment to him. Highway officials be- 
lieved this would equalize costs between con- 
tractors who bought materials in Missouri and 
paid the tax and those who made untaxed 
purchases outside the state. Sales tax offi- 
cials approved the plan because it discouraged 
tax-avoiding purchases. oa 

When the Legislature applied a use tax to 
out-of-state purchases last year, the Highway 
Department stopped its deductions under new 
contracts. Deductions continue, however, 
under contracts signed prior to the use tax, 
and there is little excuse for these. While the 
purpose of the tax collection plan was sound, 
the money should have gone to general reve- 


nue. That is where all sales tax revenue 
should be going now.

New York’s Old-Age Plan 


A greater measure of group hospital, health 
and accident protection will be available to 
retired New Yorkers because Gov. Rockefeller 
has signed legislation which provides that 
they may retain such coverage when they re- 
tire, lose their jobs or leave the union which 
negotiated the group contract. At present, 
many of these people lose their insurance 
just when they are most likely to need it. 

Under the New York law, insurance com- 
panies must offer an individual policy to a 
refiring worker covered by a group contract. 
There is no age limit, and the individual 
policy may not exclude any “pre-existing” 
health condition. The real test will come when 
the State Insurance Commissioner sets the 
“net level premiums,” baséd on the age of the 
insured, the plan selected, the:experience of 
insurers and longevity tables. 

In all probability, the New York premiums 
will bring more of the retired into the cate- 
gory of those able to pay. While this is a for- 
ward step, it will do nothing for those not in 


this category. Surely nationaj or state old-age — 


insurance plans will be most effective if based 
on the pay-as-you-earn principle,

Cuba’s Free Press: Going, Going... 


Editor of Suppressed Newspaper Tells How Castro Government Stifles Criticism 


From a Bulletin of 
the Inter-American 
Press Association 


The following report was written 
by Guillermo Martinez Marquez, 
former president of the I.A.P.A. 
and former editor of El Pais, who 
left Havana for the United States 
when the Cuban government took 
over his newspaper. The bulletin 
was published one day before 
pro-government newspaper unions 
seized Diario de la Marina, oldest 
Cuban daily and strongest critic 
of Premier Fidel Castro. 


The status of the Cuban press is the 
most complex and intolerable in the 
There is 
no official censorship and the Govern- 
ment asserts that editors are free to 
publish whatever they see fit. But the 
exercise of that right is so fenced in 
with acts of coercion and dangers that 
publishing is an unspeakable torture. 
In order to exer- 
cise his rights an 
editor must be- 
come a hero, if not 
a martyr. 

To begin with, 
there is the official 
competition. The 
top news stories, 
the most important decrees and of- 
ficial statements which influence na- 
tional life appear exclusively in the 
newspaper Revolucion. 


But this is only one of the obstacles 
placed in the way of the few independ- 
ent newspapers still appearing in 
Cuba. Any newspaper man who dif. 
fers with the Prime Minister or one 
of his collaborators is immediately in- 
sulted by the Government press; 
threats are made against his property 
and frequently against his life. 


In each newspaper there is a com- 
mittee of employes. In compliance 
with a resolution of the Union of 
Graphic Arts and the Collegium (Guild) 
of Newspaper Men, they add disclaim- 
er footnotes to any story or editorial 
they consider unfavorable to the Gov- 
ernment. The disclaimer states that

the story is untruthful and unethical 
and part of a counter-revolutionary 
plot. -The bundles of newspapers op- 
posed to the Government are held up, 
so that agents in the interior often re- 
ceive them hours late; sometimes they 
disappear completely. On occasions 
circulars sent to subscribers warned 
them not to read certain newspapers. 


As if all this were not enough, em- 
ployes have formed militias—a sort of 
Trojan Horse operation—in newspa- 
pers. They wear uniforms and bear 
arms, so that they are a constant 
threat within the newspapers, 


The majority of newspapers in the 
provinces is under the control of the 
Government. Of the seven television 
channels in operation Jan. 1, 1959, only 
One preserves a relative degree of in- 
dependence. This is channel 6, owned 
by the Mestre brothers. But recently, 
because of a campaign against Com- 
mynism started by one of their com- 
mentators, Luis -Conte Aguero, the 
building of the TV station was sur- 
rounded by a mob which threatened 
to destroy the installation. A few hours 
later the Government, with no official 
explanation, froze the bank accounts 
of Messrs. Abel and Goar Mestre. Ra- 


dio stations are all controlled by the 
Government, 

As for the newspapers of the city 
of Havana, the panorama is really a 
desolate one, On Jan. 1, 1959, fifteen 
papers were appearing in Havana. Of 
these, four continue publishing inde- 
pendently; five have disappeared and 
the remaining six have gone over to 
Government service. 


The newspapers which are publish- 
ing with a relative independence that 
each day becomes more precarious, 
are: Informacion, El Crisol, Prensa 
Libre and The Havana Post. The five 
newspapers that have disappeared are: 
Excelsior, E] Pais, Diario Nacional, 
Manana, and Republica. 


The newspapers whose names have 
been changed or which have been 
seized by the Government are: Alerta, 
in whose plant the semi-official organ 
Revolucion is now printed; Pueblo, 
where La Calle appears; Ataja, whose 
installations are used to edit Combate, 
organ of the Directorio Revolucion- 
ario; El Mundo, which keeps its old 
name but is now Government proper- 
ty asa result of the confiscation of 
the properties of the former owner, 
Amadeo Barletta; Avance, which is 
run as a co-operative of its employes 
and was the property of Dr. Jorge 
Zayas, now in exile (and Diario de la 
Marina, seized from Jose I. Rivero). 


There is only one newspaper with its 
own plant that was not appearing 
Jan. 1, 1959. This is the newspaper 
Hoy, organ of the Popular Socialist 
party of Cuba, an affiliate of inter- 
national Communism. 


Of the newspapers still publishing 
with relative freedom, two of them— 
El] Crisol and The Havana Post—do 
not run editorial comments; Informa- 
cion is trying to avoid a head-on col- 
lision with the Government; Prensa 
Libre, which in general supports the 
majority of the Government’s meas- 
ures, is opposed to Communist influ- 
ence and has violent polemics with the 
semi-official organ, Revolucion. 

Diario de la Marina was. the news- 
paper most openly opposed to the Gov- 
ernment of Premier Castro and there- 
fore the newspaper most frequently at- 
tacked, insulted and threatened.

Between Book Ends Once Present Evil 


THE DEDICATED, by Willa Gibbs. 
(Morrow, 224 pgs., $3.50.) : 


In these days when every child re- 
ceives a vaccination as a prelude to 
his school career, the threat of small- 
pox touches us only slightly. The fangs 
of this dread disease have been drawn. 
But only a few generations ago, small- 
pox was a very present evil in civilized 
countries and it brought death, insani- 
ty or blindness to millions. 

A gentle unassuming surgeon whose 
hobbies were bird-watching and flute- 
playing observed that the milkmaids 


-of his native Gloucestershire were 


singularly unmarked and found that 
this was because they had contracted 
cowpox, a mild illness, in the course of 
their work, and then seemed to be im- 
mune to the more deadly smallpox. 

It would seem that the world would 
grasp eagerly the deliverance offered 
them by Edward Jenner, but another 


foe—inoculation—threatened Jenner’s 
work. Inoculation, practiced by Wil- 
liam Woodville of London, offered im- 
munity to a privileged few who could 
afford it but they became for a period, 
carriers of smallpox,

standards respecting salaries, 
recognized waiver practices of 
the existing major leagues, 
major league standards re- 
spécting retirement programs, 
and playing schedules equal to 
the existing major leagues;

Fast Buck, Anyone? 


In English, this means that 
anybody in baseball who bucks 
the Continental League shall 
be guilty of violating the fed- 
eral anti-trust’ laws. 

It means more, though. It’ 
not only forbids baseball peo- 
ple to obstruct the reputable 
men and women who are try- 
ing to form the Continental 
League. By omitting all re- 
quirements regarding financial 
resources or moral character, 
it also guarantees freedom of 
operation to any thief, shyster 
or jackleg carpet bagger who 
wants to move in. 

It is not unheard of for dis- 
reputable persons to. enter. 
legitimate business. It is, how- 
ever, a new kind of law that 
requires respectable business- 
men to welcome burglars into 
their lodge just because the 
burglars “express a_ willing- 
ness to comply” with the rules. 

It is a bad bill, unwisely by- 
passing the 10 requirements 
for a new-.major league enun- 
ciated last May at a major 
league meeting in Columbus, 
Ohio. The 16 owners of big 
league clubs do not own base- 
ball, the game, though some 
think they do. They have 
neither the right nor the 
power to prevent anybody from 
starting a new club or a new 
league. They do, however, have 
every right to lay down the 
rules for admission into their 
own lodge, that is, organized 
ball.

Elvis’s Trouble Is 


You Can Hear Him 


NEW YORK, May 17. 

ELVIS PRESLEY has the two requisites of a popular 
singing star: He's pretty and he can’t sing. Of course, he's 
been away for two years in the Army—or hadn't you heard? 
—and the art of non-singing has taken vast strides in his 
Fabian, who is barely 
audible. The trouble with 
Presley is you can hear 
him. You can't understand 
him but you can hear him 
and that may render him 
obsolete or, at the very 
Jeast, obsolescent. 

Or maybe this is just 
wishful thinking. Elvis was 
weicomed home last week 
on the Frank Sinatra show 
on ABC-TV to the accom- 
paniment of wild squeals 
by teen-age cretins. You 
know something? I don't 
even think teen-agers 
squeal as well as they did 
when I was a boy. (A wild 
rumor swept my neighbor- 
hood that those were 
canned squeals left over 
from Frankie's Paramount 
show in 1943. Not true. They can't blame those squeals on 
my generation.) 


I must say they welcomed Elvis back te civilian 
life in style. On hand were Sinatra, Sammy Davis 
Ir.. Peter Lawford, Nancy Sinatra, Joey Bishop, 
Tom Hansen dancers, and Nelson Riddle and a 
piece band, and between them they contrived te 
one of the biggest bombs in my memory. Nothing 
half way about this show. They went all the way. 


The show opened with the whole mob collaborating on 
one of my favorite songs, “It's Nice to Go Traveling,” 
and from there the show degenerated rapidly to chaos. I'm 
afraid this is becoming the hallmark of the Sinatra shows. 
They strike me as terribly unrehearsed, almost as if they're 
making them up as they go along. This applied especially 
when Bishop, Sinatra and Davis got together. This sort of 
ad-libbing apparently convulsed audiences at the Sands in 
Las Vegas last winter. Well, it filled the house anyhow. 
I don’t know how well entertained anyone was. But it isn’t 
really very good, At its best it’s simply good-natured raillery 
and at its worst it’s embarrassing. 

And while clobbering Elvis Presley, let’s face up to 
the fact that our leader, which is what they kept calling 
Sinatra, is not singing very well either these days. Sinatra's 
voice is tired, very tired, and he seems to be straining,

Singer Joni James a Hit at Colleges

HOLLYWOOD, May 17. 


YOU CAN GET more at col- 
lege than just an education—you 
can get $4000 to $5000 a night. 
That is, if you are Joni James, 
26-year-old singer who looks like 
a young, slender version of Anna 
Magnani. Joni annually earns in 
excess of $500,000 from personal 
appearances and records. And 
she is now discussing a contract 
with M-G-M to make films in for- 
eign countries. 


You also have to have a plane. 
Joni just paid $110,000 for 
“Joni’s Pink Cloud,” a six-seater 
Cessna, to replace her red one, 
in which she and her husband- 
manager, Tony Acquaviva, fly to 
universities and colleges all over 
the country. 


“We can fly five hours with- 
out refueling,” Joni told me. 
There is method in the flights 
of Miss James to the higher 
seats of learning: ‘College stu- 
dents like jazz. They buy more 
records.” 

Joni has sold 50,000,000 records 
in this country alone. M-G-M 
records recently gave her a 
platinum disc for selling 3,000,- 
000 albums. She has just signed 
a new $1,000,000 contract with 
them, whereby she works five 
years, gets paid for 20. 

Sounds easy. But the college 
route as everyone knows is 
sometimes paved with embar- 
rassing moments. 


“THERE WAS the time I went 
to the University of South Caro- 
lina,” Joni recalled. “I was 
asked by a student to include 
‘The Sweetheart of Sigma Chi’ 
in my program. I didn’t realize 
there were six other major fra- 
ternities on the campus. And 
when I started on ‘Sweetheart,’ 
the other fraternities in the au- 
dience began singing their own 
songs. It was bedlam.” 

Then there was the one-nighter 
at Annapolis.

The committee 
had plafiried for noon the next 
day, bought flowers, hired pho- 
tographers, and set up radio and 
TV coverage. To be a good 
sport, Joni took off next morning 
and landed again at noon.

As it is I’ve managed to make two of the tours 
and hope to get in two more. The first ones were the 
Florissant Historical Society tour of century old homes 
in Florissant and Ferguson and the house and garden 
tour of homes old and new presented by the Women’s 
Guild of Annunciation Catholic Church in Webster 
Groves. 


We started the Florissant tour at St. Stephen’s Episcopal 
rectory in Ferguson, a 120-year-old building with dignity and 
charm, went on to the Paul Bellville house on North Clay, 
an 1890 home with “lots of ideas,” then down the street to 
the beautiful Nellis southern colonial. Out in Florissant we 
say two newer homes, the Carl King and Charles Grimm 
homes, both furnished in early American, the Moellering 
house, once a log cabin, and the oldest of all, Casa Alvarez, 
built in 1790, once the home of botanist Hermann von Schrenk 
and owned by the Outten family. 

Similar to our own house were the Robert Sharp’s 130- 
year-old brick house and Windswept, 110-year-old home 
owned by the Robert Kortums. The man of the house made 
observations on.architectural features and how they’d handled 
the problems of age. 


The Annunciation tour also had a_ beautiful 
southern colonial, this time the home of Cleveland 
High teachers Edith and Genevieve Waddock. The 
Warren Knaup house on Joy avenue was “full of 
ideas” (query: where did they put the children when 
they were readying those charming children’s rooms?) 
There were two handsome homes on Parkland avenue, 
the Harpers and Canfields, lovely antiques at the Wil- 
fred Rudolphs, and an addition just like the one I want 
to add at the John Kreamers on Innisfail drive. Busi- 
ness beckoned and I missed the Ray Wood, H. J. 
Brusselback Jr., and F. A. Leisse homes but my 
friends who went drew me diagrams.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Feeding a Baby 


*Dear Dr. Molner: 
“YOUR COLUMN about breast feeding prompts this 
inquiry—how about young mothers who have insufficient milk? 
“I was able to nurse my first child for only 10 days. Then 
‘a supplementary bottle was necessary, and finally I relied 
entirely upon it as my milk supply diminished. 
“The thought occwrs to me that perhaps I gave up too 
soon. But it’s difficult to listen. to a hungry, crying baby. 
¥. 32 


As is often the case, I cannot give you an absolute, all- 
inclusive answer. Medicine is not an absolute science. There 
are so many things we do not yet know, and there are so 
many variations from one person to another. 

Now to get to your questions. New mothers should remem- 
ber that in the first three days or so, a baby does not manage 
to get much milk. The sucking, or nursing, procedure comes 
naturally to the infant, but a little time is required before 
this activity results in releasing any substantial amount 
of milk. 


A baby that is brought up on the bottle from the 
beginning: will take very little milk in the first three 
or four days. Babies, after birth, lose a bit of weight. 
Soon, however, they begin to drink and drink and 
grow and grow. So that period of lag in the beginning 
is quite normal. 


After 10 days, however, it can be apparent that a nursing 
baby is not getting enough milk, and he must then receive 
supplementary feeding. I do not think you gave up too soon; 
there is no point in making a wee baby go hungry and if, 
for whatever reason, you cannot nurse adequately, you should 
have no qualms about using the bottle as a supplement. 

As you know, I believe, on the basis of studious evidence, 
that breast feeding is best. But bottle feeding certainly is not 
bad, and is far preferable to letting a child go hungry. 


These three things may be worth mentioning: 
First, lactation (that is, the formation or secretion of 
milk) does not depend on the size of the breast. Some 
small breasts have active glands; some large ones 
have inactive glands. 


Second, difficulty in breast-feeding a first baby does not 


necessarily mean that a second baby may not be successfully 
breast fed. 


Third, there are reasons to think that there is some 

greater difficulty for some women in breast-feeding babies 

_ now. I do not know why, but over the years there seems to 
have been some change in this direction. 


I still say, of course, that all mothers who can breast-feed 
their babies should do so. :

IT’S NICE WORK and Ruth 
Duey does it. 

A rebel against routine, with 
no patience with the bored and 
blase, Ruth has developed a 
career that lets her ski in the 
winter, canoe in the summer, go 
on picnics and treasure hunts, 
explore caves or climb a moun- 
tain. 

Her paychecks are signed by 
the Y.W.C.A., in which she 
serves as director of health edu- 
cation for Central Branch. She’s 
responsible for the detailed plan- 
ning, for compliance with safety 
regulations or legal restrictions 
and for the welfare of those who 
go adventuring with her. 

This embarking into the un- 
usual and attempting the untried 
is Ruth’s special formula for 
carrying out the health educa- 
tion departmént’s goals of im- 
proving physical, mental and 
social health.

There are, to be sure, sched- 
ules to be met, regulations to 
be followed and work to be done.

Ruth teaches children to swim 
by playing games in the pool, 
She brightened the adult swim- 
ming class by organizing a 
grandmothers’ water ballet. 

In the gymnasium, she super- 
vises such sports as golf and 
tennis, helps young mothers re- 
lax with volleyball or ping pong, 
and once organized a sort of 
Reducers Anonymous—the ’49ers 
—who found that taking off 
pounds can be fun if you meet 
with your stoutish sisters to talk 
over diets, exercise, girdles and 
how to get back into the old

She has organized classes in 
self-defense and auto mechanics 
for women, started ski trips for 
working people and interested 
so many in cave exploring that 
now. the Y.W. offers a class in 
speleology, or the scientific 
study of caves, as part of its 
adult education programs. 

Many. of her students are 


"members of the Fogdoggers, an 


organization of young men and

mountain climbers, canoeists 
and treasure hunters. They 
spent a week in the north 
woods, took several float trips 
down the Current river. Every 
year they ski in Winter Park, 
Colo, This summer they’ll 
camp for a week at Rocky 
Mountain National Park. Next 
summer, they hope to go to 
Europe. 


Once they went to Chicago 
just to take a helicopter ride 
over the city. And sometimes, 
they don’t even known where 
they’re going or what they’ll do.

The ski trips were inaugurated 
in 1952, and other groups have 
followed Ruth and her Fog- 
doggers to the snowy slopes of 
the Rockies.

“TI had never been on skis in 
my life, but I just happened to 


think that maybe some of the 
young people here in the mid- 
west, miles from mountains, 
would like to learn,” she says.

“Raymond Robinson, the 
physical therapist at Jefferson 
Barracks, has always given the 
travelers a five-week training 
course, including the exercises 
needed to strengthen their mus- 
cles. Consequently, we’ve never 
had any complaints of sore legs. 


“We thought if we had 25 
that first trip we’d be doing 
well. More than 60 showed 
up for the first session. They 
were taught such fundamentals 
as how to fall and get up on 
skis, and we even had them 
walking around the floor on 
washcloths. They couldn’t lift 
their heels and still push the 
cloths around, so this way 
they learned to walk filat- 
footed, as you have to on 
skis.” 


The cave exploration project 
resulted from a chance. trip Ruth 
and a friend took to Branson, 
Mo. They toured Marvel Cave 
and Ruth decided many other 
young people would enjoy it. So 
she came back home, announced 
an expedition and waited for the 
results. 

The adventurers who took that 
first trip—even discovering some 
underground lakes that the own- 
er himself didn’t know were 
there—were so enthusiastic that 
they joined other cave explorers 
in the Mid-Mississippi Valley 
Grotto of the National Speleolo- 
gical Society.

Khrushchev a Little Boy’ | 


_MILWAUKEE, Wis., May ‘17, 

IN HIS HANDLING of the “spy flight” incident last 
week, Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev seemed carried 
‘way by his orgy of words. If the United States were to 
start a nuclear war, we would certainly expect that there 
would be prompt retaliation. The same, of course, is true 
of Mr. Khrushchev: If he were to start a nuclear war, there 
would be prompt retaliation. 

He knows as well as anybody else that flights of this 
type have been Conducted by his government’ as well as 
by many governments, and are not a threat to start a war. 


This was no way for the Prime Minister of a 
great country to be talking—particularly on the eve 
of the summit conference. He sounded like a little 
boy who, having discovered he can say certain things 
with immunity, says more and more to see just how 

_ far he can go. I hope that President Eisenhower 
will treat him with the gentle irony which any 
boy deserves under the circumstances. 


Admittedly, the timing for this particular flight was bad. 
Someone blundered, because no flights should have been 


_ allowed in the period before the summit conference. How- 


ever, this should emphasize for Mr. Khrushchev the need 
for coming to an agreement on a practical cOntrol-system 
covering all types of armaments and nuclear tests. It points 
up the value of inspection openly done by the United Nations. 

The incident has brought to the attention of most citizens 
the fact that all governments carrying on any intelligence 
must spy, but that most governments hesitate to acknowledge 
it because, on the whole, they are unhappy about using this 
method of gaining information essential to their safety. If 
we once eStablish disarmament and inspection satisfactory 
to all, we will do away with the need for a distasteful type 
of patriotic service which every country has asked of certain 
of its citizens. 


The United States has nothing to be proud of - 
in its timing or its early handling of this incident, 
but after all of Mr. Khrushchev’s talking last week, 
I think the shoe is now on the other foot. We liave 
said what we had to say. We have shown that we 
were not belligerent. Mr. Khrushchev has shown that 
he is a belligerent person.

FORT-DE-FRANCE, 
Martinique. 

PEOPLE HAVE ASKED ME 
for recipes from Martinique. 
There are two kinds of recipes 
which it would be useless to 
give: those which you can find 
in any French Be rte and 
native recipes requiring ingredi- 
ents not available in the United 
States. | 

For the most part we eat just 
what would be served in France. 
But Emilie, the cook, knows my 

curiosity about the exotic, and 
searches the market evéry mor- 
ning for native foods; those that 
I like have a tendency to appear 
rather often. 

One native dish I am fond 
of could be made in St, Louis 
just as well as in Martinique. 

' It is called “calalou.” 

Take enough spinach for six 
persons. Emilie refuses to com- 
mit herself as to what is enough, 
so you are on your own at that 
point. Put it in a pot with one 
onion, a clove of garlic, a 
branch of thyme and some pars- 
ley; add three pints of water 
and boil for 15 minutes. 

Cut a pound of okra in one- 
inch rounds, add to the pot and 
boil until the okra is mushy. 

Remove from the fire and rub 
the contents through a coarse 
sieve. Add salt and pepper, a 

teaspoonful of vinegar and a 
lump of butter. (Don’t ask how 
large a lump — Emilie shrugs 
and says, “Some people like 
more and some like less.” 

Return to the fire but do not 
let it boil. 

It is served in large old-fash- 
joned soup plates and eaten 
with large old-fashioned silver

spoons. I can’t imagine eating 
calalou with a cream-soup spoon. 
But first you pass a bowl of hot 
rice and each guests adds at 
least a cup of rice to the thick 
green soup. 

Last night we had calalou, 
then cristo fine stuffed and 
baked, a most delicious vege- 
table; next a salad, and finally 
an ice made with coffee and 
chocolate, both grown here, to- 
gether with sponge cake.
